A  Mr.  E carta,  of  Helena,  Montana,  was 
one  of  iui  etjdoring  party,  awhile  since.  In 
(he  wild  regions  nhoitt  the  iioarcc*  of  the 
Suake  and  Yeilow»,tohc  Rivers  in  Montana. 
It  was  a  high  region,  over  eight  tbouNabd 
feci  above  the  level  of  the  ocrau—  oue  never 
visited  before  by  a  while  u»a«i,  aud  which 
even  the  Indians  but  never  inhabited.  It 
was  a  wooded  country,  its  trackless  a  iids 
covered  with  fallou  timber,  luuk.ng  travel 
very  alow  on  foot  or  l^orschai-k. 

The  party  scatUrcJ|  in  search  of  game, 
one  day,  and  Ur.  Evurt*  followed  a  doer's 
trail,  till  al  nightfall  h  i  n-alixid  that  he  wax 
lost  in  the  woods.  He  oauipcd  out  that 
night,  not  doubting  that  he  could  retrace 
his  steps,  aud  rejoin  j  the  party  the  next 
day. 

Starling  early  the  men  morning,  a  littla 
too  early  to  see  cluurlt,  he  dismounted  from 
bis  horse  to  essuuutf  his  trail  iji-Wo  rlosejv, 
when  the  beast,  frightened  by  something, 
started  away  on  a  run,  and  he  saw  no  more 
of  him. 

Attached  to  tho  uiulille  were  hie  carbine, 
pistole,  ammunition,  fishing-JiM.-kli,  matches 
—everything,  in  feck  of  hi*  «pii|tmanl,  ex¬ 
cept  the  clothing  or|  his  body.  Of  uoutwe 
be  rcalixed  now  tlust  it  was  *  serious  busi¬ 
ness. 

Thinking,  however,  that  »«nie  of  the 
party  would  he  bnckj  to  look  for  him,  he  ro- 
inaiuod  in  that  virnctv  for  a  day  or  two; 
^ut  bis  friends  kymwiog  that  he  was 
mounted  on  n  good  .  horse,  dtd  not  doubt 
that  lie  would  soon  Overtake  them,  aud  laid 
pushed  on  two  dajV  Jonrucy  before  they 
stopped  to  Wait,  or  fnuku  search  for  him. 

In  the  meantime  the  first  snow  of  the 
season,  two  feet  ini  depth,  fell,  making  all 
following  of  trails  of  Journeys  on  foot  lm. 
possible  to}  Mr.  Er&rts,  nud  jwrillng  bis 
life  from  exposure.  It  was  saved  by  a  pro- 
vision  of  nature— the  hot  springs  1 

lie  remembered  that  they  hod  )«*wd 
some  of  these,  five  or  six  mUes  from  the 
spot  where  he  Uvc^mo  separated  (rum  tho 
party,  nud  succcoJUd  in  making  his  way 
back  to  them.  Hr  lay  by  these,  uo  tho 
ground  warmed  by  the  springw,  till  the  snow 
wont  off,  sustaining  life  on  a  kind  of  thistle- 
root,  which  could  bn  oaten  whan  sodden  In 
the  byt  water  In  the  springs,  though  having 
WHo  uourtshmoid'lii  it. 

Thor*  werb  pin  iffy  of  elk  and  other  gams 
in  the  woods,  am)  fish  in  the  streams,  but 
he  was  wholly  without  tueuns  to  lake  them. 
Neither  did  he  (lore  to  leave  tho  springs 
without  some  imams  at  kindling  a  fire. 
How  to  got  tlw  lirxt  spark  was  the  problem. 
Fortunatoly-ho  had  with  him  his  fi«  Id  glasi, 
and  using  its  iriis'ai  as  a  burning-glass 
he  succeeded  on  n  bright  day  in  lighting  a 
fire  with  soiuo  rotten  wood. 

lie  then  started  on  the  track  of  the  party, 
using  his  burnini^-ghtss  to  make  s  fir*  In 
bright  weather  aj.«l  carrying  brain  Is  in  hi* 
hands  from  oue  popping  place  to  another 
on  cloudy  days,  burning  lus  fingers  terri¬ 
bly  in  tho  procure,  in  spite  of  all  precau¬ 
tions. 

Two  nights  he  had  to  spend  without  flrr, 
and  with  the  utmost  difficulty  kept  himself 
alive  by  consl-vatl  motion  and  robbing  of  his 
stiffening  limbs.  A  single  small  bird,  auj 
a  small  fish  or  t4o,  gave  him  all  the  food  he 
trad,  except  the  thistle-roots.  His  boots 
gajvo  out,  and  his  feet  became  worn  to  the 
banc. 

In  spite  of  all  be  pushed  on,  and  thirty- 
eight  days  from  ttho  day  he  was  lost,  he  met 
b  party  coming  to  find,  not  him.  but  Lit 
lifeless  rem ivies;  for  they  Kid  no  Lope  of 
finding  him  alire.  He  had  made  bis  wuj 
over  a  hundred  miles  toward  civifi2otion; 
ho  hod  become  minced  in  weigh#  from  on* 
hundred  and  siffty  to  -eighty  pot;dd«-  But 
he  was  alive,  and  is  s  living  sntf  healthy 
man  to-day,  though  his  feet  bear  the  sears 
of  -the  terrible  wear  of  tint  month  of  foot- 
traveL — Pit  At.  Sat.  Night.
